It  is  about  seven  miles  in  I 
lei.gth  by  one  in  breadth —  j 
population  about  220, (i(K) ;  of  • 
whom  about  8,000  are  Parsecs,  ' 
tieaily  as  many  Mahomedans,  ' 
jnit  about  half  that  number  of  | 
Jews  f  tlie  remainder  Portu-  i 
guese  and  Hindoos,  composing 
usurc  than  three  fourths  of  tlie  j 
whole  population.  The  estab-  j 
iishmeiit  of  a  Mission  in  this 
place  depended,  under  God,  on  j 
the  persevering  labors  of  the  , 
lamented  Mr.  Newell,  and  his  i 
associate,  Mr.  Hail.  'J’o  give  a  I 
detail  of  their  trials  previous  to  t 
their  establishment  would  ex-  j 
oeed  our  limits.  Mr.  Newell  ’ 
alludes  to  them  in  a  letter  to  j 
Dr.Griftin,  dated,  Bombay,  June 
II,  1815,  in  which  he  states  | 
what  their  prospects  were  at  ! 
tliat  time,  the  iiUiiiber  and  af-  ' 
fecting  state  of  the  heathen  j 
around  them.  To  these  several  ( 
^Ints  wc  shall  make  an  extract  j 
TOPI  tint  letter,  aiul  tho  he  is  i 


dead  let  him  yet  speak  to  effect. 

“We  have  been  carried  tlmiugh 
a  series  of  aillictious,  painful 
and  distressing  in  the  extreme, 
and  have  often  been  ready  to 
say,  *'rhe  mercies  of  God  are 
clean  gone,  and  the  Lord  will 
b'fc  favorable  no  more.*  But  wc 
can  now  sing  of  the  goodness 
and  faithfulness  of  God,  and 
say,  ‘Hitherto  the  Lord  hath 
helped  us.’  We  are  now  per¬ 
manently  established  in  this  im¬ 
portant  place,  and  have,  through 
divine  goodness,  made  so  much 
progress  in  the  language  as  to 
he  able,  tho  with  stammering 
lips,  to  preach  the  good  news  to 
a  people  to  whom  Christ  was 
before  unknown.  Mr.  Hall  and 
myself  are  the  only  Protestant 
Missionaries  on  this  side  of  In¬ 
dia,  except  an  Armenian  Bro¬ 
ther  at  Surat,  in  connexion 
with  the  Seramporc  Mission. 
The  Mahratta  language,  which 
w  e  are  learning,  is  the  language 
of  many  millions  of  people  iii 
this  region.  There  are  two 
hundred  thousand  in  Bombay 
alone.  M’hen  we  look  at  the 
multitudes  of  heathen  around  us, 
who  arc  daily  dropping  in  long 
and  rapid  succession  into  the 
eternal  pit.  ignorant  of  what 
awaits  them  beyond  the  grave, 
we  are  compelled  to  take  up  a 
lamentation  and  say,  ‘O  thou 
slaughtered  Lamb  ol  God,  why 
was  thy  blood  shed  in  Aain  ! 
Whv  perish  these  couidlcsa 
millions  of  immortal  souls  tor 
whom  thou  hast  endured  the 
pains  of  death  r’  O  my  dear  Sir. 
who  wili  be  .answerable  tVr

its  consequence  as  the  violation 
of  the  former  ?  May  wne  not 
say  to  the  Christian,  tho  thou 
commit  no  murder,  yet  if  thotr 
disobey  the  Saviour’s  last  com¬ 
mand,  then,  through  thy  disobe¬ 
dience  shall  thy  heathen  brother 
perish  for  whom  Christ  died  ? 
\Vhen  we  stand  at  the  distance 
of  fifteen  thousand  miles,  and 
I(M)k.  at  six  hundred  millions  of 
heathens  in  Asia  in  one  mass, 
only  a  general  and  comparative¬ 
ly  a  faint  impression  is  made 
on  the  mind  ;  but  standing,  as 
w’c  now  do,  in  the  midst  oi  the 
heathen,  and  seeing:  them  grop¬ 
ing  in  this  thick'darkness,  bewil¬ 
dered  in  the  ma'/.es  of  the  most 
absurd  and  shocking  fictions 
that  the  depraved  mind  of  man 
could  invent,  wedded  to  their 
idols  and  enslaved  to  vice  ; 
when  we  see,  as  we  sometimes 
have  seen,  a  hundred  thousand 
of  our  fellow  creatures  at  once 
dancing  and  shouting  around 
the  blooily  car  of  Jugjrernaut, 
and  prostrating  themselves  be¬ 
fore  that  hateful  demon  ;  when  | 
we  actually  behold  all  the  name-  | 
less  Ingredients  that  go  to  make  I 


up  that  mass  of  corruptioi, 
guilt  and  shame,  comprised 
idnlntry  .--^h  !  it  is  tnoiigh  to 
awaken,  in  the  heart  that  caa 
feel  for  tlie  w  retchedness  of  fall.  ; 
en  man,  every  emotion  of  pin-, 
indignation,  grief,  and  burnini^ 

7. eal.  We  are  sadly  deficient  ! 
in  7,ea!  and  in  duty  ;  but  when 
we  look  on  these  heathen,  and 
sec  how  they  live,  and  how  tJie> 
die,  and  consider  how  lonj^  it 
has  been  thus — we  sometimes 
wish  we  could  raise  our  voices 
to  such  a  pitch,  that  they  might 
reach  beyoml  the  intervenin'* 
oceans  and  continents;  and 
enter  into  the  ears  of  our  breth¬ 
ren  and  fathers  in  Ainerica.'’ 

In  another  letter,  dated  Dea. 

8,  1815,  after  menrioning  the 
return  of  iMr.  Nott  and  familj 
to  America,  he  adds, 

“Hut  our  prospects  are  more 
encouraging  tlian  ever  before, 
and  we  humbly  tmst  that  God 
has  not  sent  us  herein  vain. 
W  e  have  both  acquired  a  tole¬ 
rable  knowledge  of  tlie  language 
of  the  Heathen,  and  are  daily 
preaching  to  them  in  their  ow» 
tongue  the  way  of  life  by  .lesffi 
Christ  ;  and  tho  none  as  yet  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  been  converted, yet 
multitudes  daily  listen  to  our 
preaching  with  much  attention. 
We  have  also  made  some  pi-o- 
gress  in  the  translation  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  have  com 
posed  a  number  of  religious 
tracts  containing  the  outlines  of 
the  Christian  Joctrine,  which 
are  in  circulation  among  the 
people. 

A  circumstance  has  lately 
occurred  which  allbrds  us  great 
satisfacHion  and  encouragement. 
The  Court  of  Directors  of  the 
East  India  Company  having 
received  the  communications  ol 
tho  ludia  Government  relative 
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have  referred  the  final  de¬ 
cision  of  our  cUse  to  Sir  Evan 
Nepean,  the  Governor  of  this 
nUce,  and  his  excellency  lately 
l^nt  for  us  and  gave  us  a  fur- 
gial  ptrinixiion  to  continue  here 
auil  pur>ue  our  work,  and  added, 
tliathe  heartily  wished  us  suc¬ 
cess  in  it.  Tins  is  more  than 
we  ever  expected, and  atfords  us 
a  pleading  hope  that  others  will 
be  jtennitled,  from  time  to  time, 
to  come  and  settje  here  to  carry 
on  the  w  ork  w  hich  we  have  bt  - 
ruU.*’ 

On  tlie  fiod  of  Oct.  1815,  Rev. 
James  Richards,  Jun.  Daniel 
Poor,  Horatio  Hardwell,  Uenj. 
C.  Meijis,  with  their  wives,  and 
Rev.  Ed  wai'd  Warren,  sailed 
Iroin  N’ewburyport  as  Missiona¬ 
ries  to  the  east.  Mr.  Bardwell, 
having  actiuired  some  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  art  of  minting, 
joined  the  brethren  at  Bombay, 
Nov.  1,  18i21,  with  'the  design 
of  managing  a  printing  estab- 
lislniicrit.  About  this  time  Mr. 
Hall  was  married  to  an  English 
lady  who  had  resided  in  the 
country  for  a  considerable  time, 
and  had  actpiired  a  knowledge 
of  the  lliniloostanee,  one  of  the 
principal  languages  spoken  at 
Rombav  ;  they  luid  already  done 
much  in  tlie  establishment  of 
schools,  and  in  March,  1817# 
they  finished  the  piinting  of  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  copies  of  a  scrip¬ 
ture  tract  containing  eight  oc¬ 
tavo  pages. 

In  January,  1818,  the  Pru¬ 
dential  Committee  of  the  Board 
made  'the  following  statement 
concerning  this  mission  ;  that 
they  have  “under  their  super¬ 
intendence,  five  schools, - for 

children  of  Europeans,  one,  con¬ 
sisting  of  from  lortv  to  fifty  pu¬ 
pils, — for  Jewish  diildrcn,  one, 
of  about  the  same  aumbt*r, — for 


children  of  the  Hindoos,  or  n^ 
tive  Pagans,  three,  on  the  lisu* 
of  which  are  the  names  of  seve¬ 
ral  hundred  pupils,  wlio  have 
been  more  or  less  constant  iu 
their  attendance. 

“These  devoted  and  beloved 
missionaries  .are  every  day  la¬ 
boriously  employed  in  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  hea¬ 
then  around  them  ;  in  promoting 
and  inspecting  the  sclumls  ;  and 
in  translating  the  Holy  iverip- 
tures,  aitd  printing  them  in  a 
language  spoken  by  many  mil¬ 
lions  of  heathen  people. 

“Abtmt  - three  months  ago  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Allen  (iraves  and 
John  Nichols  w  ith  their  wives, 
and  Miss  Philomela  Thurston, 
embarked  for  India  ;  Mr.G raves 
intendetl  for  one  of  the  stations 
in  Ceylon, — Mr.  Nichols  for  the 
station  at  Bombay, — and  Miss 
Thurston,  Irntrothed  to  the  Rey. 
Mr.  Newell.” 

These  Missionaries  arrived  at 
Bombay  on  the  23d  of  Feb. 
1818  ;  Mias  Thurston  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Mr.  Newell  on  the  2Cth 
of  March  following.  It  was 
judged  expedient  that  Mr. 
Graves  should  occupy  a  station 
at  Mahiia,  on  the  northern  part 
of  the  Islaiul,atul  thai  Mr.  Nich¬ 
ols  should  go  to  Tannah  on  tlie 
Island  (»f  fSalsettc,  which  lieti 
north  of  Bombay,  and  is  sepa- 
.  lateil.from  it  by  a  strait  almut 
half  a  mile  wide,  but  Is  now 
connected  by  a  causeway.  The 
distance  from  the  continent  is 
!  less  than  ^  of  a  mile,  contaiuing 
I  a  population  of  about  sixty 
thousand.  The  Island  is  about 
15  miles  sc^uare. 

The  principal  language  6f 
Bombay  and  Salsette  is  common 
;  to  a  population  of  about  nine 
millions.  Thothe  Missionaries 
1  are  fai  ikful  in  pri'ociiing  tfie  gw 
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pel  to  those  whom  they  can  per¬ 
suade  to  hear  them,  yet  little 
success  has  attended  these  la- 
hoi's.  We  trust,  however, 
much  good  seed  has  been  sown, 
which  will  nut  disappoint  their 
hope. 

According  to  the  last  Report 
of  the  Prudential  Committee, 
they  had  tiajislated  the  New- 
Testameiit,  and  considerable 
portions  of  tlie  Old  into  tlie 
Mubratta  language,  and  had 
printed  and  distributed  large 
portions  of  the  New. 

Ou  tile  utility  of  the  press  the 
same  Re |M>rt  gives  the  following 
riuotatiun  from  a  joint  letter  of 
trie  Missionaries. 

“W  e  are  happy  to  inform  you 
that  the  profits  of  printing,  which 
we  have  done  for  individiials,  • 
and  for  the  District  Committee 
of  tlie  Christian  Knnwledse  So¬ 
ciety,  have  more  than  defrayed 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  our 
press,  for  these  sixL  months  past. 

“Since  our  last  communica¬ 
tion  we  have  printed  Jl  View  nf 
Christian  Duetrines,  expressed 
gcnei'ally  in  the  words  of  Scrip- 
ture»  making  a  pamphlet  of  TO 
pages  1 2  mo ;  and  a  short  tract 
of  12  pages.  We  have  also 

firinteil  for  the  Christian  Know- 
edge  Society,  (^of  w  liicli  there  is 
a  Committee  in  this  place,)  a 
Mahratta  translation  of  Oster- 
vald’s  Abridgement  of  Scripture 
History  ;  and  we  are  now  jii'in- 
ling  for  the  same  Society  a  se¬ 
ries  of  Mahratta  tracts,  consist¬ 
ing  of  the,  history,  discourses, 
parables,  and  miracles  of  our 
liurd,  with  the  sermon  on  the 
Mount,  and  the  history  of  Jo¬ 
seph.  We  print  an  edition  of 
2,000  of  each  of  these  six  tracts 
for  this  Society ;  and  at  the 
same  time,  .‘100  of  each  for  our- 
sflves,^  These  tracts  will  be 


extensively  circulated  oi, 
continent,  by  tho  .Society’s 
agents,  and  will  contribute  inud, 
to  the  advancement  of  Ciuistiau 
knowledge  in  this  region. 
feel  happy  in  being  ahl  *.  Ijy 
means  of  our  press,  to  furt!i;-r 
theeflbrta  of  the  religious  aud 
henevident  estahlishiiierits  licre- 
and  we  are  much  encouraged  liy 
the  increase  of  such  etlorts,  Ta 
this  part  of  the  country,  yyithia 
a  few  years  past.” 

From  ih  j  same  source  is  oli- 
tained  tho  following  view  of 
their  schools. 

“Dur  schools  are  in  a  state  of 
progressive  improvement.  Me 
have  at  present  five  schools  oa 
the  continent,  seven  in  llomhav, 
two  at  Tarinah,  and  seven  n 
•  Mahim  and  the  vicinity  ;  mak¬ 
ing  in  all  twBTity-ane.  The 
average  number  of  children  ia 
a  school  is  about  50,  making  tlie 
aggregate  number  of  1,050 hea¬ 
then  children,  yvho  daily  receiye 
Christian  instruction,  and  are 
taught  to  read  and  write,  hv  the 
liberality  of  our  fellow  Chris¬ 
tians  at  home.  We  consider 
our  scliools  as  a  very  important 
jiart  of  our  niissiou,  and  are 
confident,  that  they  will  be  the 
means  of  eiVecting  much  good.*' 

Heiievolent  ijidividiiaU  in 
Charleston,  Savannah  and 
Augusta  have  generously  enga¬ 
ged  to  support  three  free  schools 
in  or  near  Hombay,  to  be  named 
after  those  places  respectively. 

Accordingly  the  Missionaries 
have  named  the  first  which  they 
established  at  Bombay,  the 
Charleston  School.  One  at 
'ralinah,  the  Savannah  School ; 
and  one  at  Mahin,  the  .\ugusta 
School.  In  a  letter  of  subse- 
c|uetit  date  from  Mr.  Hall,  hv 
says,  “During  the  present 
month,  one  new  school  has  beta

onpnptl  at  Panwell  ;  and  one 
at  .'■alsottc,  w  hich  is  not  in  the 
last  account.  Two  more,  as  we 
c!tpcct,  are  soon  to  be  opened 
in  two  large  towns  on  tlie  coast ; 
and  then  we  shall  have  a  chain 
of  schools,  which  will  o|>en  to 
„a  a  missionary  range  on  the 
continent,  of  more  than  fifty 
miles  in  letigth.  My  present 
intentions  arc  to  make  this  tour 
in  the  course  of  next  month. 
Mr.  Graves  has  also  the  same 
tour  in  contemplation.  Such 
fours  afl’ord  very  extensive  op¬ 
portunities  for  preaching  the 
Gospel ; — a  circumstance  w  hich 
gives  additional  importance  to 
our  schools.” 

The  Auxiliary  Hible  Society 
at  Hoinbay  is  prosperino:,  anil 
promises  great  utility.  In  our 
last  we  gave  notice  of  the  death 
of  Mr.  Newell,  at  this  station. 
Jlr.  Bardwcll  and  wife  arrived 
at  Boston  about  a  fortnight  since 
on  account  of  his  health,  which 
is  restored.  It  is  hoped  he  has 
brought  interesting  intelligence 
concerning  this  Mission.

DONATIONS  IN  CLOTHING,  BED¬ 
DING,  &C. 

“Various  articles  for  the  com¬ 
fort  of  the  mission  families,  and 
of  the  Indian  childY-en  of  the 
mission  schools,  have  been  so 
liberally  provided,  tliat  all  the 
stations  may  be  considered  as 
well  supplied,  when  the  collec¬ 
tions  DOW  ready  shall  have  been 
forwarded.  The  liberality  dis¬ 
played,  in  furnisliing  so  many 
valiablo  articles,  is  of  the  must 


I  gratifying  and  cheering  kind.  It 
testifies,  in  language  which  can¬ 
not  be  mistaken,  that  the  friendtt 
of  missions,  scattered  over  our 
fdvoreil  and  fruitful  coantry, 
will  not  permit  their  brethren 
to  remain  destitute,  while  l>e.xr- 
ing  the  burden  and  ht'at  of  the 
day,  and  while  themselves  are 
in  |M)ssessiun  of  abundance.  It 
testifies,  that  many  hearts  feel 
for  the  wants  of  tlie  heathen,  and 
that  many  hands  are  prompt  to 
labor  for  their  benefit. 

“The  boxes  of  clothing,  &c. 
have,  in  great  part,  been  ship¬ 
ped  for  the  different  stationw. 
NVhat  remains  on  hand,  at  the 
dc|)ositories,  will  be  forwarded, 
with  all  convenient  despatch. 
The  public  spirited  females, 
who  have  taken  an  active  part 
in  this  labor  of  love,  receive  the 
thanks,  not  only  of  the  mission¬ 
aries  and  of  our  red  brethren  of 
the  wilderness,  but  of  all  per¬ 
sons  who  love  to  see  industry, 
skill,  ami  property  expended  in 
the  most  exalted  charity;  that 
which  aims  to  purify  and  enno¬ 
ble  the  soul,  and  to  rescue  it  froiB 
sin  and  w’retchedness. 

“As  the  wants  of  tlie  missions 
will  be  supplied  very  abundant¬ 
ly,  for  the  present,  when  the  ar¬ 
ticles  a1  ready  prepared  shal  I  have 
been  sent  on,  we.  would  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  friends  of  the  cause 
not  to  prepare  any  new-  articles, 
for  use  at  the  stations  among  the 
Indians,  till  the  autumn  of  next 
year.  This  notice  is  not  design¬ 
ed  to  prevent  sending  to  Boston, 
or  any  other  port  of  shipment 
the  collections  already  made. 

“While  the  Committee  have 
the  pleasure  of  acknowledging 
such  liberalities,  as  make  the 
preyedihg  statement  proper  and 
necessary,  they  would  remind 
tbeir  friends  and  brethren,  that

“Beside  the  ordiuarv  expend! 

tures  of  the  Board,  during  tin 
year  from  Sept.  1,  182 1, to  Aug 
31, 1822,  it  seems  peculiarly  de¬ 
sirable  that  a  second  inisslm, 
should  be  fitted  out  for  the  Sand¬ 
wich  Islands.  Should  this  lx 
done.,  on  a  proper  scale,  it  iuu»t 
cost  a  large  sum  of  money.  But 
the  Committee  are  persuaded, 
that  the  Christian  public,  (on 
whose  lilH'i  ality  they  continual¬ 
ly  depend  for  the  means  of  de- 
Iraying  all  the  ordinary  expen* 
ses,)  will  not  permit  so  interest¬ 
ing  a  design  to  be  iundereil  fur 
the  want  of  funds.  It  has  there¬ 
fore  been  resolved,  that,  with 
the  favor  of  Providence,  a  large 
reinfurcement  shall  be  sent  to 
the  mission  at  the  Sandwich  Isl¬ 
ands,  in  the  course  of  the  neit 
summer  or  fall.  'I'lie  family  will 
probably  consist  of  two  ordain¬ 
ed  missionaries,  two  physicians 
a  farnuM”,  two  carpenters,  (wlw 
can  also  work  at  ship  building,) 
a  cabinet  maker,  a  blacksmith, 
and  two  or  three  school-mas¬ 
ters  ;  most  of  them  in  the  mar¬ 
ried  state.  Several  youths,  na¬ 
tives  of  those  islands,  now  at  the 
Foreign  Mission  School,  will 
return,  at  the  same  time,  to  their 
countrymen.  The  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  persons,  to  be  einbarke* 
in  this  enterprise,  will  probably 
not  Im*  less  than  thirty.  To  ob 
tain.-suitablc  means  of  convey 
ance  for  so  many  to  proyide 
for  their  comfort  on  their  pas¬ 
sage,  and  after  their  arrival 
ami  to  furnish  them  the  ineam 
of  usefulness  among  the  natives 
-—w  ill  require  considerable  ex 
penditures  ;  and  additional  sup 
plies  w'ill  be  necessary  for  thi: 
missionaries  now  at  the  Islapds 


missionary  ex-  j 
ertion  is  continually  extending, 
that  it  is  wliiteiuiig  fur  the  har¬ 
vest,  and  that  the  lalmrers  are 
comparatively  few.  Tho  do¬ 
nations  of  a  particular  kind,  and 
for  a  particular  purnuse,  may 
•ccasiunally  be  abundant,  there 
is  no  reason  to  think  that  the 
pecuniary  resources  of  any  of 
the  great  charitable  institutions 
<if  our  land  will  be  equal  to  the 
demands  upon  tliem,  for  many 
years  to  come. 

“As  money  is  the  great  me<li- 
um  of  exchange  throughout  the 
world;  and  as  donations  in  mu- 
aey  aie  more  easily  received, 
lransmitted,>and  accounted  fur, 
than  donations  of  any  other  kind, 
it  is  recommended  to  those,  who 
^ve  the  proiluce  of  their  fields, 
their  flocks,  aiyl  their  skill,  to 
aell  these  various  donations,  so 
far  as  may  be  convenient,  and 
remit  the  avails  to  the  Treasur¬ 
er  in  money.  In  cases,  where 
these  articles  cannot  be  sold  fur 
money,  in  the  towns  or  districts 
where  they  are  given,  (and  ma¬ 
ny  such  cases  exist,)  the  Com¬
